President Cracks Down 
on Questions About 
Army-McCarthy Hear-

WASHINGTON, June 2 — 
President Eisenhower today dis- 
closed his concern over the 
progress cf his Congressional 
program by cracking down on 
press conference questions deal- 
ing with the MéCarthy-Adminis- 
tration controversy over Com- 
munists in Government and 
stating that from now on he has 
just one objective—to get his 
program enacted. 

In ruling out discussion with 
reporters of the bickering be- 
tween Senator Joseph R. ar- 
thy, members of the executive 
branch and even the White 
House itself, the President made 
no direct reference to the Wis- 
consin Senator. There was no 
mistaking to whom he was re- 
ferring, however. 

Tells of Fight on Reds. 

At the outset of his press con- 
ference the President told re- 
porters that his Administration 
has an impressive list of accom- 
plishments in fighting Commu- 
nism and subversion through 
the Department of Justice and 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. He made available to 
reporters a report listing what 
he termed the accomplishments 
in that area of the Administra- 
tion in its first 16 months in 
office. 

The statement follows: 

“The Department of Justice 
and the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation are the principal 
agents of the Government in 
dealing with subversives. The 
record of legal action speaks 
for itself. I should like to sum- 
marize the latest figures just 
received from the Department 
of Justice.

“We have regretfully con- 
cluded that Dr. Oppenheimer 
has been less than candid in 
several instances in his testi- 
mony before this board.” 


Lawyer's Letter. 


Made public with the board’s 
33-page majority report and 
three-page minority report was 
a 16-page letter from Dr. Op- 
penheimer's attorneys appealing 
the board’s findings to the AEC. 
It pointed out procedural faults 
in the hearings and questioned 
the conclusion that the scientist 
should not be reinstated. 


The letter of appeal was 
‘signed by Lloyd K. Garrison, 
Dr. Oppenheimer’s chief attor- 
ney, and John W. Davis, who 
was an unsuccessful Democratic 
candidate for President in 1924 
and who argued against ending 
racial segregation in public 
schools in the recently-decided 
Supreme Court case. 

Gen. Nichols told the Post- 
Dispatch today that it would not 
be “normal” procedure for the 
commission to hear a direct ap- 
peal of the case, bypassing the 
personnel security review board. 
He said it would be up to the 
commission whether it would 
hear the appeal and, if so, 
whether it would permit oral 
argument and filing of briefs as 
requested by the Oppenheimer 
attorneys. 

At the center of the dispute 
was the charge that Dr. Oppen- 
heimer led a movement of out- 
standing scientists in opposition 
to the hydrogen bomb which 
“definitely slowed down its de- 
velopment.” \He opposed devel- 
opment of the H-bomb in 1949, 
when he was chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s 
General Advisory Committee, 
and was accused of campaigning 
against the super bomb even 
after President Truman had or- 
dered the AEC to go ahead with 
the project Jan. 31, 1950. 


Lack of Enthusiasm. 


The majority of the board 
found support for this charge 
chiefly in Dr. Oppenheimer's 
failure to show sufficient enthu- 
siasm and failure to announce 
that he had abandoned his op- 
position after President Tru- 
man’s go-ahead order. 


Reviewing Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
changing views of the hydrogen 
bomb, the majority report said 
he had no misgivings during 
World War II, favored contin- 
ued thermonuclear research 
after the war but saw little 
chance of success for many 
years, opposed the H-bomb proj- 
ect on moral grounds in the fall 
of 1949, ‘and until the late 
spring of 1951 questioned the 
feasibility of hydrogen bomb ef- 
forts then in progress. 


“Dr. Oppenheimer testified 
that what he was opposing in 
the fall of 1949 was only a 
‘crash program’ in the develop- 
ment and production of ther- 
monuclear weapons,” the Gray- 
Morgan report said. 

“In this connection, Dr. Op- 
penheimer contended that the 
main question relating to the 
thermonuclear weapons present- 
ed to the G.A.C. (General Ad- 
visory Committee) at its meet- 
ing of Oct. 29, 1949, was wheth- 
er or not the United States 
should undertake such a crash 
program. 

‘Not Entirely Candid.’ 


“The board does not believe 
that Dr. Oppenheimer was en- 
tirely candid with the board in 
attempting to establish this im- 
pression. The record reflects that 
Dr. Oppenheimer expressed the 
opinion in writing that the ‘su- 
per bomb should never be pro- 
duced’ and that the commitment 
to this effect should be unquali- 
fied. Moreover, the alternatives 
available to the G.A.C. were not 
a choice between an ‘all-out’ 
effort and no effort at all; there 
was a middle course which might 
have been considered.” 

Gray and Morgan said also 
that “the board does not find 
5 Dr. Oppenheimer urged

“We believe that these amend- 
ments will substantially con- 
tribute to world peace, will 
strengthen our own national de- 
fense and the defense and econ- 
omy of the free world and will 
assure the continued leadership 
of the United States in the 
atomic energy field,” Smyth de- 
clared. 

Discussing industrial use of 
atomic energy, he said the Unit- 
ed States thus far has spent 
about 10 billion dollars for its 
entire atomic program, but less 
than one-tenth of the total” has 
been allocated to peacetime re- 


For this reason, Smyth said, 
industrial use of nuclear en- 
ergy still is far from realization. 
He predicted it would take “four 
to six years” to complete an 
AEC-industry program which 
will demonstrate whether atomic 
power can compete economical- 
ly with conventional sources. 
To make nuclear power com- 
petitive, he went on, cost of 
atomic fuel must be brought 
“below 3 mills per kilowatt-hour 
of electricity, which is about the 
average cost of fuel for conven- 
tional power.” 

Commission Member Thomas 
E. Murray told the Joint Com- 
mittee over-all cost of generat- 
ing atomic power, including the 
3-mill- rate for fuel, should 
range from 4 to 7 mills per kilo- 
watt hour if the new source is 
to be competitive. 


Success Likely. 


“Achieving such cost levels is 
not certain at this stage in de- 
velopment, but the probability 
of success is good,” Murray de- 
claed. 


He predicted that atomic en- 
ergy would “displace” or “dis- 
locate“ present electric utilities 
because of an ever-increasing 
need for power. 


Indications are that the 
United States will need about 
1400 _billion kilowatt-hours of 
electricity in 1975, an intrease 
of “some 900 billion kilowatt- 
hours from present levels,“ 
Murray said.

He also referred to a Justice 
Department statement issued by 
Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell Jr., saying that it had been 
put out at his (Eisenhower's) 
direction. What the President 
said amounted to a re- affirma- 
tion of the Administration's posi- 
tion with respect to McCarthy. 

In his statement last Friday, 
Attorney General Brownell said 
tha; the executive branch of the 
Government has the sole and 
fundamental responsibility un- 
der the Constitution for the en- 
forcement of our laws and 
presidential orders.

Brownell's statement added 
that those laws include the ones 
dealing with the national secur-

| Ployes of the executive branch 
of the Government.” 


Senator McCarthy has openly 


| defied the President by appeal- 
ing to federal employes to bring | 


him fecret information about 
Communism, subversion or cor- 
ruption in the Government. In 
the current investigation of his 
row with the Army he has 
turned up with a document con- 
taining top secret data originat- 
ing in FBI files. 


The word Communism, the 
President said, seemed to get 
more attention than any other

talitarianism and its inevitable 
denial of human values. Thought- 
ful Americans find themselves 
uneasy, however, about those 
policies which must be adopted 
and those actions which must be 
taken in the interests of national 
security, and which at the same 
time pose a threat to our ideals.

Benson's visit re- 
minds St. Louis of its interdependency with the 
farming region around it, and of the bounty of 
‘nature which has been so good to Americans that 
it is now known as the “farm problem.” 

Mr. Benson spoke in honor of the grain in- 
dustry here. The importance of corn, wheat 
and other grains to St. Louis is historical, but 
grain storage and trading have grown remark- 
ably since World War II. In fact, St. Louis is 
now the fifth largest grain center in the nation. 

Wheat and corn are, of course, two of the 
basic commodities whose prices are now sup- 
ported by the Federal Government. Mr. Benson 
offered forceful criticism of the policy of fixed 
price supports. Few persons would disagree 
with his summary of the results of that policy. 

The Government now has than six and 
a half billion dollars tied up in surplus commodi- 
ties. This, as the Secretary stated, means a high- 
ly unbalanced agriculture. And the big planters 
who need help least get the most benefit from 
high price supports. 

If the Government continues supporting prices 
of basic crops at 90 per cent of parity, the tax- 
payers will continue to pay for commodities they 
do not use, and to pay highly subsidized prices 
for commodities which they do consume. 

Mr. Benson's solution to this is to return to 
flexible payments supporting basic crops at 
from 75 to 90 per cent of parity. The Admin- 
istration believes that lowered prices would tend 
to discourage overproduction of some crops and 
to shift production to more needed foods. 

This system would make it somewhat easier‘ 
for the Government to manage surpluses. In the 


past it has had support from both parties for 


that reason. But in the last few years a suspi- 
cion has grown that flexible supports alone 
might not do all that is expected of them. 

Giving a wheat farmer lower price supports 
might not induce him to grow less wheat, if he 
can grow nothing else. Such a farmer has to 
produce or go out of business. Lower cotton 
support prices might lead a planter to grow 
less cotton, But would he not put his acreage 
into soy beans or some unrestricted crop? 

The persistent vexing problem is how to re- 
duce overproduction without either doing grave 
economic harm to farmers or driving them into 
creating new and different surpluses. This has 
prompted the various proposals for direct subsi- 
dies and conservation payments as substitutes 
for or aids to price supports. 

Much of the criticism of Mr. Benson's policy 
is not directed at his program for flexible price 
supports, but at the prospect that indirect price 
control alone may not be enough to balance 
both farm production and farm income. As the 
Secretary of Agriculture said, this should not 
be a partisan issue. But it wil] be an issue as 
long as farm policy is based principally on price 
supports, rigid or flexible. 
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A ‘Welcome’ Investigation 

Attorney General Brownell says the Justice 
Department would “welcome” a Senate investi- 
gation of the Lorwin case. Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. of Missouri has proposed an in- 
quiry and it should be made in justice to the 
defendant whose indictment, as two editorials re- 
printed in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
assert, turned out to be an indictment of the 
Justice Department. 

Val R. Lorwin is a University of Chicago pro- 
fessor who worked for many years for the State 
Department, until he became a victim of Sena- 
tor McCarthy’s one-man purge effort. In 1952 a 
department loyalty board cleared Lorwin of any 
suspicion of Communism. But the next year 
the Justice Départment indicted Lorwin for 
alleged perjury before the loyalty board. 

A few days ago the department dropped the 
whole case. In doing so it avoided a court order 


to produce the record of the loyalty hearing, and 
admitted that its prosecutor, William Gallagher, 


had made improper statements. The truth is that 
Gallagher told the grand jury things that were 
not trué and the. department has suspended him. 

This behavior is an indictment of the Justice 
Department if not of Lorwin. But according to 
the Chicago Sun-Times, Lorwin is reported to 
have spent nearly $25,000 on his defense. In 
view of the serious and unwarranted damage to 
Lorwin's reputation and pocketbook, the Justice 
Department should be visited with the investiga- 
tion which the Attorney General wéicomes.

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Anne O' Hare McCormick 
The death of Anne O’Hare McCormick de- 
prives American journalism of one of its most 
perceptive and penetrating writers.

Senator Mundt’s ‘Game’ 


WASHINGTON. 


FTER the hearings were resumed last week, the crucial issue oe, 

became more sharply defined. Senator McCarthy had sad 

Thursday that it was the “duty” of federal employes to give 
him secret information, even though it was against the law or con- 
trary to the orders of the President. 


On Friday the Attorney Gen- 
eral, on the express authority 
of the President, declared that 
this was an attempt to usurp the 
obligations and 
duties of the 
Executive. Sen- 
ator McCarthy 
replied the 
same day by 
inviting all fed- 
eral employes to 
disregard what 
the President 
had said, to vio- 
late the law se-

the President Senator Mundt 
about classified information; he, 
Senator McCarthy, would pro- 
tect them against the conse- 
quences of violating the law and 
of disobeying orders. 

Here then the issue had 
reached the point of an open 
collision. Are federal employes 
in duty bound to obey. the law- 
ful Government of the United 
States or do they have an over- 
riding duty to work secretly for 
Senator McCarthy? 

Does he have the power—on 
his own private and secret deci- 
sion—to suspend the laws and 
lawful orders? Do federal em- 
ployes have not only the right 
but the duty—on their own pri- 
vate and secret decision—to dis- 
regard the laws and the lawful 
orders of their superior officers? 


No Time to Listen. 


Senator Mundt, the alleged 
chairman of the committee to 
investigate these grave matters, 
wasted none of his time listen- 
ing to learned arguments and 
proceeded forthwith to render 
judgment. 

“I don't mind,” he said, “if 
President Eisenhower calls it 
reprehensible.” Senator Mundt 
was able to condescend to make 
allowances for the President of 
the United States. “If I were 
President Eisenhower or Brown- 
ell,” said the Senator, rising to 
a perfect cynicism, “I'd do ev- 
erything I could to stop it. I'm 
down here (in Congress) and 1 
do all I can to get it. That’s the 
way you play the game.” 

Some game. If you are the 
President you try to enforce the 
law. If you are in Congress you 
try to beat the law. Looked at 
from the White House what 
Senator Mundt would do is rep- 
rehensible; looked at from Capi- 
tol Hill it is the way you play 
the game. 


A Double Standard. 


How, we must ask, did the 
Senator become involved in a 
game which is played according 
to a double standard of morals, 
so that what is wrong at one end 
of Pennsylvania avenue becomes 
right at the other end? 

The Mundt theory is as fol- 
lows: most congressional inves- 
tigations have started from clas- 
sified information leaked by 
Government’employes; the leak- 
ing of classified information 
must therefore be encouraged 
in order that the investigations 
may p . Therefore it is 
right for Senator McCarthy to 
invite federal employes to vio- 
late secretly the law and to dis- 
obey se@retly the orders of their 
superiors. 

Now if this theory is neces- 
sary, we are in a fine fix indeed. 
For then there is no lawful way 
by which the United States Gov- 
ernment can conduct its busi- 
ness—which is always at some 
stage confidential—and at the

According to the Mundt 
doctrine, all this must be en- 
couraged and protected in or- 
der that there will be enough 
leaks to enable Congress to car- 
ry on enough investigations. 

But is this Mundt theory true 
in the sense that without it we 
cannot protect the Government 
against corruption and subver- 
sion? It is not. The first duty 
of a federal employe is, as Sen- 
ator Knowland said on the 
weekend, to report evidence or 


.suspicion of wrongdoing to the 


head of his department. If no 
action is taken, and if the em- 
ploye believes that there is a 
cover-up by the department 
head, he should then tell his 
story to a member of Congress. 


As Last Resort. 


What then? This brings us 
to the source of Senator 
Mundt’s confusion. What is the 
duty of the member of Congress 
who has reason to suspect the. 
head of an executive depart- 
ment is covering up wrong- 
ing? His duty is to take the 
case to the department head, 
and if he fails to get satisfaction 
there, to carry it up to the next 
higher level, and finally if nec- 
essary to the President. Only 
if and when there is in the 
judgment of responsible mem- 
bers of Congress a refusal or an 
incapacity in the executive to 
perform its task, should a con- 
gressional investigation be au- 
thorized. N 


That is not, so it would seem, 
Senator Mundt’s view. He seems 
to think that the first and very 
nearly the only way to deal 
with wrongdoing is to institute 
an investigation. It is not the 
first and it is not the only way. 
Only when all else fails, and 
there is no remedy in the ex- 
ecutive branch, is there any 
cause and ground for an in- 
vestigation by Congress into the 
administration of an executive 
department. 


All Presidents Democrats. 


In this normal and orderly 
procedure there is no such mon- 
strous double standard of law 
and of morality as Senator 
Mundt finds himself teaching. 
How can one explain the aber- 
ration which has led him to it?

NIAGARA FALLS. N. V., 
June 2 (UP)—A blast of dyna- 
mite at the edge of Niagara 
Falls signifies the beginning to- 
day of a $17,500,000 beauty 
treatment for one of North 
America’s most spectacular nat- 
ural wonders. 

The explosive . ground-break- 
ing ceremony marked the be- 
ginning of a joint United States- 
Canadian project to save the 
falls from literally washing 
themselves away. 

Engineers plan to give the 
falls an enormous face-lifting 
treatment. The object is to 
check the deteriorating effect 
of the tumbling waters which 
have worn back the brink of 
the cataract 1300 feet in the 
last 275 years. 

The four-year project will 
produce a more even distribu- 
tion of water and a wider sweep 
over the falls, allow more ef- 
fective use of the falls for pow- 
er production, and afford mil- 
lions of tourists a better view. 

To insure a steady flow of 
water for hydro-electric power

The rabbit season opened in 
Missouri on May 30 and will re- 
main open until July 15. The bag 
and possession limit is 10. 

Recent rains will produce food 
and cover for the young bunnies 
and it is possible the hunting 
will improve over that of the 


past two years. It could not get the 


much worse. The drouth survey 
of wildlife, recently completed, 
while not optimistic, showed a 
fair supply of brood stock and 
these prolific little animals are 
quick to come back if given an 
opportunity. 

The fact that Missouri has re- 
cently stopped commercializa- 
tion of both live and dead rab- 
bits and finally set a bag limit, 
even though liberal, will assist 
materially in bringing back the 
supply to near normal levels. If 
the weather behaves and there 
are no torrential rains tosdrown 
out the young bunnies, it will 
be only a short time until hunt- 
ing is again productive. Young 
rabbits are born in shallow, 
scooped-out circular depressions 
that are lined with the fur from 
the mother’s body, and heavy 
rains are usually fatal to the 
newly- * offspring. 

22 Rifle Favorite Weapon. 

Summer rabbit hunting at- 
tracts few nimrods in the Ozarks. 
Many old bucks and does are 
not considered edible at this 
time of year due to parasitic in- 
festations and often the females 
are still carrying their young. 
The young, half-grown bunnies, 
however, are an epicure’s de- 
light. They are tender, fat and 
toothsome. Rolled lightly in sea- 
soned flour sand fried in hot 
bacon drippings, they are excel- 
lent provender. 

In the late evenings when the 
long shadows are falling and the 
farm chores have been finished, 
the rural hunter will devote the 
last hour or so of the waning 
day to rabbit hunting. Seldom is 
a shotgun. used; a 22 calibre 
rifle is the favorite firearm. The 
hunter selects an old abandoned 
road or a close-cut meadow with 
a grown-up fence row. The tar- 
get is appraised critically for 
size and seldom does the marks- 
man make a mistake by shooting 
an adult rabbit. Only the young, 
half-grown bunnies are consid 
ered fair game. Three or four 
are adequate to feed an average 
family. 

A. female rabbit produces 
from two to four litters each 
breeding season. Rabbits in- 
crease faster, and die in larger 
numbers, than any Missouri 
game mammal. There seems to 
be an annual turnover in rab 
population as high as 80

Much of Cover Removed. 

Over-grazing, burning. and 
clean farming can, as noted in 
many areas, reduce these ani- 
mals to an extreme low, and 
habitat is far more important 
than reproduction. Sound game 
management has shown that the 
carrying capacity of the land 
determines the density of any 
species, simply by the process 
H how many of the young born 
shall live to maturity. In Mis- 
souri the rabbit population has 
declined for the last few years 
because land-use changes have 
eliminated much of the cover. 

Some states still fail to give 
cottontails any protection. Mis- 
souri has recognized the fact 
that they, as well as all other 
game, must be given seasonal 
protection. On Jan. 29, 1953, 
the rabbit season was sharply 
restricted and .all commercial- 
ization of the species was barred. 
The Missouri season now runs 
from May 30 to July 15, inclu- 
sive, and from Nov. 10 through 
Feb. 28. 

Through the month of June 
and 15 days in July a few of 
the young will fall to the hunt- 
ers’ guns, but to the ardent rab- 
bit hunter who enjoys the chase 
with a good pack of beagles, or 
a rabbit hound or two of doubt- 
ful ancestry, the real rabbit sea- 
son will not open until the heavy 
frosts have fallen or there is a 
good tracking snow. Then they 
will hie forth with vim. and, 
if the gods of weather are kind, 
this year will be a decided im- 
provement over the past two 
years of drouth. The curtailing 
of the season, the stoppage of 
the over-the-counter sales, and 
the setting of a bag limit will 
restore the sport to its one- 


time greatness.

Whose Job ls It?

OO many children have only one parent, and I’m not 

referring to broken homes where the youngsters have 

been awarded to either the father or mother. I mean 
the sort of home where one parent shuns most of the edu- 
cational duties that should fall to both. Sometimes the 
mother shirks important jobs and looks to her husband to 
do them. But too many fathers “leave it to mother” and so 
the marital team becomes no team at all. 

This is particularly true of sex education, although 
not quite in the way Mrs. H. seems to think. We have a girl 
of eight and a boy of five,” she informs me, “and of course 
they are coming to the time when they ought to have some 
sex education. I am willing to take the responsibility of 
our girl but I tell my husband he must take the responsi- 
bility of our boy. He won't do this—says of I can’t do it

NO, MRS. H., it’s not fair, sensible, or practicable, 
because your family physician js probably not well qualified 
for the job and certainly doesn’t want it, in any event.

MEANWHILE, A FEW general suggestions for the 
future: 

Let all your education be natural and informal. Re- 
member it’s not merely what you say but the way you say 
it; and the attitudes you and your husband have toward sex 
will be more important than any mere facts. Frankly, I 
suspect that your attitudes will be considerably improved 
after study! 

Don’t separate brothers and sisters for this purpose; 
don’t warn them not to talk to each other about it; don't 
punish a child because he gave information to another 
child. You might as well recognize that children are some- 
times pretty good educators of other children. Don't 
make too much of an issue of sex education—don’t overdo 
it; and don’t try to be poetic about it, even though there 
is a great deal of poetry in the subject. Children aren't 
ready for that kind of poetry. 

Answer questions as they come, use familiar illustra- 
tions (but teach proper scientific names). If you can't 
answer a question, don’t stall but say, “Let’s look it up in

Dry Mortar for Walks, Terraces 
S we've said before, a sim- 
ple way to lay a walk or ter- 
race is just to level off a bed 

of sand four or five inches deep 

and then lay bricks or flat stones 
over it. The joints between 
the brick or stone can be filled 
by sweeping sand into them and 
then wetting down the sand. 
Now if you want something a 
little more durable you use 


something called “the dry mor- 


tar” method. fs 
What you do here 1s to lay 
the bricks or stone on the sand 
bed leaving a joint of about 4% 
inch between them. When they 
are all in place, mix up a dry 
mortar consisting of one part 
Portland cement and three parts 
sand. Sprinkle this over the 
entire area and then sweep it 
about with a broom so that it 
goes into the joints. When all 
the joints are filled, sweep the 
excess mortar from the area. 
Now get out the garden hose 
and adjust the nozzle so that you 
get a fine spray. Get it as close 
to a mist as you can and then 
spray the entire walk or ter- 


race. 

This will clean the brick or 
stone of any odd bits of sand or 
cement and also dampen the 
sand and cement mixture in the 
joints. When the joints dry out 
they will be nice and hard. 

The one thing you have to be 
careful of here is not to use too 
much pressure for this will wash 
the cement out of the sand. 
Once the aréa has been sprayed 
down, stay off it until the mor- 
tar between the joints has had

right or to the left; it was 
easy to be an idéalist in the 
nineteenth century, as it is 
easy to be a materialist in the 
twentieth century; but to 
avoid both abysses and walk 
that narrow path of truth, is 
as thrilling as a romance. 

Truth is like the veins of 
metal in the earth; it is often 
very thin and runs not in a 
continuous layer. If we lose 
it once, we may have to dig 
for miles to find it again. 
Grains of truth are like grains 
of gold that pan-handlers find; 
they can be discovered after 
a long search; they must be 
sifted from error with great 
patience; they must be burned 
with sacrifice to erase the 
dross and washed in the 
streams of honesty. 

Notice how often today men 
in public life accuse one an- 
other of “lying.” Why is it 
they never speak of truth? 
May it not be that they studied 
in the same school as Pilate
